Both 
ballots are schedu led tomorrow. 
Still at stake is the key pact 
setting u p a 
seven-nation West 
Eu ropean Union with power to 
control the arm s and arm am ents 
of m em ber cou ntries. It is this 
treaty which actu ally provides for 
West G erm an rearm am ent. The 
Assembly stu nned M endes-France 
and alarm ed Washington and Lon­ 
don last Friday by tu rning down 
tiiis accord 280-259 on its first read­ 
ing. 'The P rem ier early today su b­ 
m itted a revised bill calling for 
its ratification as 
a 
confidence 
qu estion. 
The second confidence vote to­ 
m orrow will give final ratification 
to the admission of West G erm any 
into NATO. Last night’s vote cam e 
on the separate paragraphs of the 
ratification bill, not the m easu re 
as a whole. Its approval tomorrow 
is considered a certainty. 
The Assembly’s prelim inary ap­ 
proval of the NATO 
agreem ent 
cheered U.S. officials. A statem ent 
from the holiday White Hou se in 
Au gu sta, Ga., said President Ei­ 
senhower was “ gratified.” Several 
senators in Washington hailed the 
vote bu t high adm inistration fig­ 
u res refrained from joining in the 
rejoicing 
u ntil 
after tom orrow’s 
balloting. 
The action m eant that after m ore 
than a week of debate and parlia­ 
m entary m aneu vering, the Assem­ 
bly now has given at least tenta­ 
tive approval to three of the fou r 
treaties. The depu ties last Friday 
okayed a French-G erm an accord 
on the fu tu re of the dispu ted Saar 
and the pact giving West G erm any 
alm ost complete sovereignty.

Big Hurdle Gained

PARIS IP — P r e m i e r P ierre 
M endes-France appeared today to 
have won three fourths of his 
battle for French Assembly ap­ 
proval of West G erm an rearm a­ 
m ent. But the last quarter m ay be 
the m ost difficult of all. 
The Assembly by a 289-251 vote 
gave 
prelim inary

treaties, this one to adm it W est 
G erm any into the North Atlantic 
T reaty Organization. M e n d e l - 
F rance had m ade the issue a 
question of confidence in his gov­ 
ernm ent, staking his Cabinet’s life 
on its passage. 
The P rem ier still m ust win from 
the reluctant law m akers two m ore 
confidence votes on the interlock­ 
ing accords to free W’est G erm any 
and enlist 500,000 West G erm an 
troops in W estern defense. Both 
ballots are scheduled tomorrow. 
Still at stake is the key pact 
setting up a 
seven-nation W est 
E uropean Union with power to 
control the arm s and arm am ents 
of m em ber countries. It is this 
treaty which actually provides for 
W est G erm an rearm am ent. The 
Assembly stunned M endes-France 
and alarm ed W ashington and Lon­ 
don last Friday by turning down 
this accord 280-259 on its first read­ 
ing. The P rem ier early today sub­ 
m itted a revised bill calling for

question. 
The second confidence vote to­ 
m orrow will give final ratification 
to the admission of West G erm any 
into NATO. Last night’s vote cam e 
on the separate paragraphs of the 
ratification bill, not the m easure 
as a whole.

The Assembly’s prelim inary ap­

The deputies last F riday 
okayed a French-G erm an accord 
on the future of the disputed Saar 
and the pact giving West G erm any 
alm ost complete sovereignty.

Hillsboro Negroes 
Wednesday Will Ask 
Erasing Of Boundary 


C I N C I N N A T I — A United 
States D istrict Court will be asked 
tomorrow to erase school bounda­ 
ries in Hillsboro, Ohio—boundaries 
which Negro leaders claim are 
based on race but which school 
officials say are set by residence. 
Five Negro m others petitioned 
the court to restrain the Hillsboro 
school board from what they call 
acts of racial segregation and to 
force the board to allow their 
children to attend previously all- 
white elem entary schools. 
The Suprem e Court ruled in May 
that segregation in public schools 
was unconstitutional. When a new , 
school term opened in Septem ber, \

to, 
Washington and W ebster schools, j 
They attended classes for about 
a week, then the school board 
adopted new school districts which 
shifted most of the Negro pupils to 
the all-Negro Lincoln building.

But he said he would not issue 
a ruling until the Suprem e Court 
handed down a desegregation order 
spelling out how the problem should 
be solved.

An ordinance liberalizing leaves 
of absence for police for sickness 
or injury was given unanimous ap­ 
proved by City Council 
Monday 
night. 
The measure grants officers dis­ 
abled by injury suffered in line of 
duty full pay for six months and 
half pay for the next six months.! 
At present, police are allowed the 
six months* full pay but not th e : 
second six at half pay. 
| 
The ordinance allows up to 90 
days at full pay for illness and 
nine months at half pay. At pres­ 
ent, the officers draw the 90 days* 
full pay, but not the nine months’ 
half pay. 
The measure was scheduled for 
action at the meeting, Dec. 20 but 
was postponed after Council con­ 
ferred with a police committee and 
agreed to strike out the words “in­ 
curred while in the direct line of 
duty’’ from the section on s i c k 
leave. It left the sick leave pay­ 
able for any illness. 
The ordinance makes it the duty 
of the chief to pass on the claim 
of any officer. The chief has the 
right to demand physical examina­ 
tion of applicants by a physician 
and any officer returning from sick 
or injury leave m ust present a cer­ 
tificate that he has recovered, the 
ordinance says. 
If a claim is filed by the chief, 
captain or lieutenants, it will be 
judged by the safety-service direc­ 
tor, the ordinance provides. 
Council also took under advise­ 
ment a list of four “fringe bene­ 
fit’’ requests submitted by a com­ 
mittee representing unionized mu­ 
nicipal employes.

There is a saying that every crisis p roduces 


the leadership required to survive it. 
T h i s 


amounts to saving that issues always find men 
to deal with them. 


But at the other extrem e is what hap p ens 


when men must find issues in order to attract 


attention. They must then create the imp ression 


o f a crisis, to call attention to their availability 
as leaders. 


Something like that is hap p >ening now. Various 
men are trying to create issues between the 


Eisenhower administration and themselves. 


Since no imp ortant issues have been neglected, 
these men must m ake some. They can’t be 


blamed for trying. That is p art of the art of 


p olitics. But they cannot blam e their country­ 
men, on the other hand, for understanding what 
they are trying to do. 


President Eisenhower’s op p osition, including 
op p onents inside his own p arty, are looking 


ahead to the p residential election of 1956. Op - 


p o.sition strategy w ill be 
determ ined 
by

President’s p op ularity. 


If at any tim e in the next two years the op ­ 


p osition w ere to decide that this had declined 


significantly, it would becom e as ruthless as it

This was in sp ite of the 
fact that, unlike 1950, the Rep ubli­ 
cans had a President in the White 
House this year that that p arty 
workers had a larger p rop ortion of 
federal p atronage. 


TH E PR E SID E N T, who. it is as­ 
serted, could do very well without 
his p arty, m ade heroic efforts to 
get out the Rep ublican vote. De­ 
sp ite all this, the Rep ublicans of 
1950 seemed to have m ore vitality 
than they had in 1954.

A careful report on the reasons why Pre­ 
mier Mendes-France had been able to stay on 
top of French politics after so many preceding 
governments collapsed after a few weeks ap­ 
pears in the current Harper’s.

Radical 
Socialist, he became in effect the head of a new 
movement in French politics. 
His ambition is to revive the national strength 
and dynamic determination that once caused 
France to be a m ajor power in fact as well as 
name. 
He claims a nonpartisan following in all of 
France’s numerous parties and in the country at 
large. He is, in short, what France has lacked 
for many years — a leader who is something 
more than a party hack. 
Naturally; the hacks are trying to destroy him 
before he can d e s tro y them. They are inter­ 
ested only in self-preservation. He is interested 
in France. All his troubles can be traced to 
this conflict of interests. 
It is hard to believe, but politics can turn 
into a game in which the players have no aim 
but to beat their opponents, regardless of the 
effect on the country that makes 
the 
game 
possible. 
Mendes-France has put F r a n c e ahead of 
French politics. That is why French politicians 
must destroy him or be destroyed by him. 


Men Looking For Issues 
There is a saying that every crisis produces 
the leadership required to survive it. T h i s 
amounts to saying that issues always find men 
to deal with them. 
But at the other extreme is what happens 
when men must find issues in order to attract 
attention. They must then create the impression 
of a crisis, to call attention to their availability 
as leaders. 
Something like that is happening now. Various 
men are trying to create issues between the 
Eisenhower administration and themselves. 
Since no important issues have been neglected, 
these men must make some. They can’t be 
blamed for trying. That is part of the art of 
politics. But they cannot blame their country­ 
men. on the other hand, for understanding what 
they are trying to do. 
President Eisenhower’s opposition, including 
opponents inside his own party, are looking 
ahead to the presidential election of 1956. Op­ 
position strategy will be determined by the 
President’s popularity. 
If at any time in the next two years the op­ 
position wore to decide that this had declined 
significantly, it would become as ruthless as it 
became when Woodrow Wilson began to slip, 
when Calvin Coolidge was put under attack by 
the farm bloc, when the smear artists turned on 
Harbert Hoover, or when a coalition of oppon­ 
ents blocked the programs of Franklin Roose­ 
velt and Harry Truman. 
As things stand now. President Eisenhower’s 
popularity is intact. Those who try to undermine 
it, 
such as the Democratic 
national com­ 
mittee. succeed only in undermining themselves. 
The key fact in national politics continues to 
be the President’s inability to talk or act like a 
politician. Politicians who criticize him for not 
being the same as they are never will be able 
to understand why their criticism hurts them 
while leaving him unscathed. 


Notice The Difference? 
When the consumer price index for Novem­ 
ber fluttered upward one-tenth of one per cent, 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics had to dig 
into auto selling practices to learn why. 
It learned that the fractional flutter had been 
caused by dealers’ unwillingness to sell 
1955 
models for less than list prices. These were 
no higher than 1954 prices had been in most 
cases, but 1954 models had been selling at a 
discount. Hence, an apparent rise in the price 
index, which measures what people are pay­ 
ing for certain items on a standardized list of 
purchases. 
The index stood at an all-time high of 114.3 
in November, 1952 
Its steady climb during 
World War II and the postwar inflation had 
carried it above IOO for 
the 
first 
time 
in 
1948. “Creeping inflation” was a lively cam­ 
paign issue in 1952. 
Since the presidential election 
that 
year, 
there has been almost no variation 
in 
the 
price index In 24 months, fear of inflation has 
been eliminated. Moreover, despite the shrieks 
and snorts of calamity howlers 
hopeful 
of 
starting a price collapse, there is 
no active 
fear of deflation. 
Prices have been steadier since November, 
1952, than they have been during any other tw’o- 
vear period since 
the 
beginning 
of 
World 
War II.

Coalition Congress Faces Rough Course 


The American Congress operates 
through a series of committees in 
each house, the chairmen of which 
are powerful men with g r e a t 
"■g 
authority a n d 
r e s ponsibil- 
ity. 
This 
is 
p a r ticularly 
true of chair­ 
men of sena­ 
torial commit- 
t e e s. I t i s 
normal to as­ 
sume that the 
president, who 
in this country 
George Sokolsky 
is 
also 
t h e 
head of the government, is t h e 
final authority, but actualy, under 
our system of checks and balances, 
chairmen of committees can, if 
they wish, em barrass a president, 
slow up such phases of his pro­ 
gram as come before them, hold 
up his appointments indefinitely, 
avoid ratification of treaties with 
foreign countries and investigate 
executive 
departments 
to 
their 
hearts’ content. 


IT HAS ALWAYS heretofore been 
embarrassing to a president when 
the majority in either house is of 
the opposite party; it is even more 
em barrassing when that majority 
is only of one vote in the Senate 
and when his own party is split, j 
President Eisenhower is attempt­ 
ing to meet this by arranging what 
amounts to a non-party Congress 
led by the executive. 
It is a new political concept in 
the United States, although it has 
been used in England in war-time 
in the form of a coalition govern- j 
ment and in various other coun- ! 
tries in the form of a one-party ! 
government. 
Most Democrats are closer to 
President Eisenhower’s ideas than 
many Republicans, certainly than 
the right wing senators who con­ 
stitute the legislative leadership of 
his party. 
Nevertheless the Democrats face 
the problem that if they support 
the President’s program, t h e y 
could leave themselves without a 
campaign issue and it would be 
difficult for them to select sena­ 
tors, 
representatives, 
governors, I 
judges and minor officials in 1956. 
Were we organized politically on 
the British model, it would be 
easier to make a coalition govern­ 
ment work, but in this country 
where elections must occur each 
two years, it becomes more dif­ 
ficult. Localisms play too great a 
role. 


THERE IS currently much talk 
of both parties nominating Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower for president in 
1956, thus solving all the difficul­ 


ties raised by a coalition or a non- 
party government. It is doubtful 
whether such an arrangem ent can 
be made or whether it is in the 
best interest of the country. 
The basic theory of the presi­ 
dency, as it appears in the Con­ 
stitution, is that it is limited in 
authority and in tenure. The 22nd 
Amendment limits the tenure to 
tw'o terms, that is, eight years. 
The purpose of a political cam­ 
paign is that the people may re­ 
view the work of the president, to 
require him to go to the people for 
their approval, and to prevent him 
from becoming so tremendous a 
figure as to overwhelm the coun- 
i try. 
The current idea among many 
of President Eisenhower’s support­ 
ers that he is above criticism was 
not applied to any other president. 
One of the major functions of 
Congress is to criticize the execu­ 
tive with the object of keeping him 
within constitutional limits. 
It must therefore be expected 
that on many questions, the Presi­ 
dent will be criticized in the 84th 
Congress by Democrats and by 
right wing Republicans. It is to be 
expected that in some m atters Con­ 
gress will accept the guidance and 
leadership of the President and 
that in others, it will not. 
The Democrats, if they are to 
make a record for the 1956 cam­ 
paign, must take an independent 
position on public questions; other­ 
wise they could not even write a 
platform. 


SURELY THE men who m a y 
aspire to the Democratic nomina­ 
tion in 1956 will not be silent. 
Among them are Adlai Stevenson, 
Gov. Averell Harriman of N e w 
York, Gov. Frank Lausche of Ohio, 
Sen. Estes Kefauver. Sen. Stuart 
Symington. There will undoubtedly 
be others. 
Such men must stand before the 
public 
as 
leaders 
of 
political 
thought and action. It is therefore 
to be presumed that sometime next 
spring the Democrats will produce 
a clear-cut opposition. 
On the other hand, should t h e 
Democrats become the party of Ei­ 
senhower, it could mean the elimi­ 
nation of Republicans altogether. 
This would be resisted, particular­ 
ly by the right wing Republicans 
who still constitute a majority of 
their party. They would, in such 
circumstances, not only be fight­ 
ing for the two-party principle, but 
for their individual political lives. 
And that fight would express it­ 
self tactically in the Senate. 
The 84th Congress therefore will 
not only be interesting; it may be 
constitutionally crucial in Ameri­ 
can life. 


Should Ike Purge GOF?

Fickleness Makes France A Dangerous Ally

If any further proof were needed 
for greater reliance on the inter­ 
continental bomber of the U.S. 
Air Force and 
on 
the aircraft 
carrier of the U.S. Navy, it has 
been furnished in the last few days 
by the caprice of the 
French 
Parliament. 
For the slender thread by which 
a small group of French deputies 
can arbitrarily swing a majority 
from one side to the other affords 
no defense 
or 
security to the 
United States or its ground troops 
stationed in France. 
The same French Parliament, 
wrhen an emergency arises, can 
suddenly declare its neutrality and 
leave American forces isolated and 
helpless on French te rrito ry . 
Soviet Russia, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, with a full-fledged force of 
infiltrators at present operating ef­ 
fectively through the Soviet em­ 
bassy in Paris, controls important 
newspapers and has the support of 
influential groups, which collab­ 
orate w-ith them 
today just as 
they did with the Nazis before the 
last war. These groups pull strings 
inside the French Parlimanet. 
The w'hole French situation is one 
that is perilous for the Western 
alliance, 
especially 
s i n c e the 
French people, even with the ag­ 
gressive leadership of 
Mendes- 
France, are apparently unable to 
counteract the Soviet propaganda 
and the infiltration process which 
goes on in secret. 


EXPOSURES of the Communist 
influence are rare indeed and then 
only when a flagrant case of es­ 
pionage happens. 
Some idea of the dangerous situa­ 
tion that exists in Paris can be de­ 
rived from the fact that IOO depu­ 
ties in the French Parliam ent are 
members of the Communist party 
and- regularly contribute about $5.- j 
OOO a year from their salaries, or 


of any foreign parliament. T h i s 
means that a sizable number of 
fighter planes and bombers can 
take off from the flat tops, and it 
would require a fleet of similar 
size or quite a lot of land-based 
planes for Soviet Russia to attack 
such carriers, especially since the 
latter can move around constant­ 
ly at a speed of 30 to 40 miles an 
hour. 
In an y future war the oceans 
will be as important as the land 
mass. The 
accessibility 
of 
the 
Russian heartland from 
the ap­ 
proaches to the Baltic and t h e 
Arctic and also from the Mediter­ 
ranean. Persian Gulf. Indian Ocean 
and the Pacific is well known to 
the bomber pilots of today. Also 
since naval planes are equipped 
to carry atomic weapons, a large 
number of sorties could be flown 
per hour to key cities in Rus­ 
sian territory without dependence 
on any land bases overseas. 
This does not mean that Amer­ 
ican military men believe in giving 
up overseas airfields altogether. 
On the contrary, they see the need 
for more alternative bases in the 


event that parliam entary politics 
in any country should deprive the 
western alliance of the use of a 
particular set. 


THUS RELIANCE on bases in 
Spain, Italy, Turkey and the Med­ 
iterranean area is still strong. But 
the unsolved problem is the pos­ 
sible effect on land operations if 
some of the parliaments in Europe 
suddenly decide to go “ neutral.” 
It would make quite

problem for the land generals who 
cannot redeploy their forces over­ 
night. 
Even with the French Parlia­

President C a r l o s Castillo Arm as 
has launched a vast road-building 
program designed to open t h e 
long-blocked Pan Am erican High­ 
way within a year and erase ‘‘un­ 
known territory” from the G uate­ 
m alan m ap. 
Within two days after the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
granted 
$6,425,000 
in 
economic aid, this Central Ameri­ 
can nation resum ed work on the 
final 20 miles of the highway — 
left unfinished because the form er 
Com munist regim e sought to pre­ 
vent a flood of tourists from the 


north. 
The 20 miles which t h e Reds 
refused to complete cross jungle 
country between the Mexican bor­ 
der village of El Ocotal and a spot 
‘‘somewhere to the north” of Gua­ 
tem ala’s Huehuetenago. 
G uatem alan road crews also will 
im prove the highway in the south, 
where a 100-mile trip from the El 
Salvador border north sometimes 
can take up to 12 hours because of 
the poor present condition of the 
road. 
Castillo A r m a s believes t h e 
road-building program is one of 
the m ost im portant steps he has 
taken since he ousted G uatem ala’s 
Communist governm ent and be­ 
cam e president. 
“ We can progress only w h e n 
there is easy com m unication with 
all parts of the nation,” he said. 
‘‘At present, there is no highway, 
rail 
or 
airplane 
communication 
with m any a r e a s of G uatem ala. 
During their nine years in power, 
the Communists d i d nothing to 
im prove the situation because they 
w ere trying to sabotage the coun­ 
try. Now we m ust build—and rap­ 
idly.” 
Completion of the highway will 
m ake it possible for tourists to 
drive from Alaska to Costa Rica as 
early as next year and eventually 
to Panam a to reach the S o u t h 
A m erican section of the projected 
continent - linking automobile ar­ 
tery. 
In addition to the m ain north- 
south highway, G uatem ala h a s 
four other m ajor r o a d projects 
that will be rushed to completion 
as p art of Castillo A rm as’ cam ­ 
paign to develop communications. 
The east-west Pacific Highway, 
roughly paralleling the Pan Amer­ 
ican along the Pacific Coast, will 
be opened to traffic within t w o 
years at a total cost of $15,000,- 
000. 
T h e transcontinental 
Atlantic 
Highway, from the Caribbean port 
of Barrios to G uatem ala City, will 
take three years to finish, w i t h 
about $14,000,000 needed to push 
through jungles and mountains. 
A highway to t h e 
almost-un­ 
known northern territory of Peten 
and a cross-connecting link run­ 
ning across northern 
Guatem ala 
to t h e Pan American Highway 
are expected to open rich forest 
areas to development for the first 
time. 
Work on country and f e e d e r 
roads also will proceed, but at a 
slower pace.

WASHINGTON IP—Sen. Olin D. 
Johnston (D-SC) dem anded from 
the Eisenhower adm inistration to­ 
day the inside story of the dis­ 
m issal of Wolf Ladejinsky, U.S. 
agriculture attache at Tokyo. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
fired Ladejinsky Dec. 16 on securi­ 
ty and other grounds. Last spring, 
the State D epartm ent had cleared 
Ladejinsky as a security risk. 
Johnston’s request for an expla­ 
nation of what he term s “ this 
ridiculous conflict” was described 
as a first step toward public hear­ 
ings Jan. 17 by the Senate Civil 
Service Committee on the Lade­ 
jinsky case in particular, and the 
governm ent security program in 
general. Johnston will head the 
com m ittee in the next Congress. 
HAV. Brawley, the Com m ittee's 
chief counsel, announced that John­ 
ston has addressed letters to Ben­ 
son and Secretary of State Dulles 
calling for a “ whole w orks” report 
on their different findings about 
Ladejinsky. 
Braw ley said Johnston plans “ a 
broad scale inquiry to determ ine

African Tribal

DURBAN, South Africa GB—At 
least ll Africans were killed and 
about 20 injured in a series of 
tribal clashes in the Natal mid­ 
lands hills during the Christmas 
weekend. 
P o l i c e reinforcements were 
rushed to help quell a clash near 
Pomeroy, where 200 Africans were 
reported battling with clubs after 
a member of one of the tribal 
factions was stabbed to death. Re­ 
ports from Ladysmith said at least 
six were killed in a violent clash 
between members of the Mbazo 
and Nkweni tribes over m arriage 
payments. 
Sixty-two Africans were arrested 
after a clash in the Wartburg 
area and another 33 were ordered 
to appear at local police stations. 
A victim of this clash died of gun­ 
shot wounds. 
In 
Johannesburg, 
newspapers 
reported that 2,000 nonwhites were 
treated in hospitals in the munici­ 
pal area over Christmas as a re­ 
sult of stabbings, assaults and 
accidents. One hospital official was 
quoted as saying he had never 
seen anything like it, “ with pa­ 
tients lying all over the place.” 
Official police records for the 
city of 900,000, however, listed only 
15 nonwhites stabbed or beaten to 
death and 47 injured in assaults.

NEW YORK [3—The year’s big 
spending spree behind them, most 
citizens are full of good résolu- 1 
tions today about saving m oney.’ 
If you’re serious about it, you 
might take a tip from corpora-’ 
tions. They strike a trial balance 
sheet when they want to find out 
where they stand. And they keep 
up a watchful search for the best 
plan to make assets and funds 
I 
work for them for max imum sav-: 
ing. 
* 
Some individuals think they have 
been saving money when actually : 
they’re worse off now than when 
the year started. Others say they 
haven’t been able to save a cent 
w'hen actually they have added to 
their net worth by increasing their 
equity in insurance or homes. 
Official figures place total gains 
in savings by Americans this year 
between 19 and 20 billion dollars. 
But while the national total con­ 
tinued to rise, more people were 
dipping into their savings this year, 
too. More withdrew money from 
banks this year than last. More 
cashed 
in 
their 
life 
insurance. 
Enough others, however, added to 
their savings so that the total of 
savings and insurance grew. 
Official figures can never paint 
true picture of the “ average 
man.’’ But trends can be noted— 
and one is toward seeking im­ 
proved 
ways 
of 
making 
your 
money work for you. 
The man with a small income 
has more variations on ways of 
saving than he used to—and is 
using more outlets, too, the Re­ 
search Institute of America points 
out today. He is buying stocks on 
the inskillment plan, investing in 
mutual 
funds, 
using 
investment 
plans 
especially 
packaged 
by 
banks. 
The standard outlets for saving, 
of course, continue to be banks 


and other savings accounts, insur­ 
ance, 
savings 
bonds, 
corporate 
securities, real estate. 
For its 50,090 members the in­ 
stitute has drawn up a savings 
policy memo for 1955 which shows 
them how to find out if they’re 
really saving or not, and to deter­ 
mine which is the best way for 
them to save. 
Here are the principal points: 
First strike a personal balance 
sheet, like a corporation’s, to find 
out your net worth. 
On one side list what you own: 
Cash 
in 
bank, 
cash 
surrender 
value of life insurance and annui­ 
ties, market value of real estate, 
resale value of furniture and furn­ 
ishings, trade in value of cars, 
money lent to others, government 
and corporate bonds, and market 
value of other securities. Add them 
up to get the total of your assets. 
To find out what you owe, list: 
All bills due, personal loans pay­ 
able, amount of mortgage still due, 
unpaid tax es, balance due on in­ 
stallment purchases. Add them up 
to get your total liabilities. 
Compare your asset value and 
your liabilities and find your net 
worth—or (let’s hope not) how far 
you’re behind the game. 
Repeat a year from now and see 
if you’ve been making progress at 
saving—or 
slipped 
further 
into 


i debt. 
I 
Some of the rules the institute 
; works out for getting the most out 
of saving are: Funds for an emer­ 
gency belong only in a bank. Put 
only funds earmarked for a long 
range goal into savings bonds— 
interest drops if you cash them in 
before maturity. 
Choose insurance policies that 
most closely m eet your particular 
needs, and change policies when 
the needs change.

Tests Resolutions 
Year-End Balance Shows 
Status Of Planned Savings 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK W—'The year’s big 
spending spree behind them, most 
citizens are full of good resolu­ 
tions today about saving money. 
If you’re serious about it, you 
might take a tip from corpora­ 
tions. They strike a trial balance 
sheet when they want to find out 
where they stand. And they keep 
up a watchful search for the best 
plan to make assets and funds 
work for them for maximum sav­ 
ing. 
Some individuals think they have 
been saving money when actually 
they’re worse off now than when 
the year started. Others say they 
haven’t been able to save a cent 
when actually they have added to 
their net worth by increasing their 
equity in insurance or homes. 
Official figures place total gains 
in savings by Americans this year 
between 19 and 20 billion dollars. 
But while the national total con­ 
tinued to rise, more people were 
dipping into their savings this year, 
too. More withdrew money from 
banks this year than last. More 
cashed 
in 
their life insurance. 
Enough others, however, added to 
their savings so that the total of 
savings and insurance grew. 
Official figures can never paint 
a true picture of the “ average 
man.” But trends can be noted— 
and one is toward seeking im­ 
proved 
ways 
of 
making 
your 
money work for you. 
The man with a small income 
has more variations on ways of 
saving than he used to—and is 
using more outlets, too, the Re­ 
search Institute of America points 
out today. He is buying stocks on 
the installment plan, investing in 
mutual funds, 
using investment 
plans 
especially 
packaged 
by 
banks. 
The standard outlets for saving, 
of course, continue to be banks 


land other savings accounts, insur­ 
ance, 
savings 
bonds, 
corporate 
securities, real estate. 
For its 50,000 members the in­ 
stitute has drawn up a savings 
policy memo for 1955 which shows 
them how to find out if they’re 
really saving or not, and to deter­ 
mine which is the best way for 
them to save. 
Here are the principal points: 
First strike a personal balance 
sheet, like a corporation’s, to find 
out your net worth. 
On one side list what you own: 
Cash 
in 
bank, 
cash 
surrender 
value of life insurance and annui­ 
ties, m arket value of real estate, 
resale value of furniture and furn­ 
ishings, trade in value of cars, 
money lent to others, government 
and corporate bonds, and m arket 
value of other securities. Add them 
up to get the total of your assets. 
To find out what you owe, list: 
All bills due, personal loans pay­ 
able, amount of mortgage still due, 
unpaid taxes, balance due on in­ 
stallment purchases. Add them up 
to get your total liabilities. 
Compare your asset value and 
your liabilities and find your net 
worth—or (let’s hope not) how far 
you’re behind the game. 
Repeat a year from now and see 
if you’ve been making progress at 
saving—or 
slipped 
further 
into 
; debt. 
Some of the rules the institute 
works out for getting the most out 
of saving are: Funds for an emer­ 
gency belong only in a bank. Put 
only funds earm arked for a long 
range goal into savings bonds— 
interest drops if you cash them in 
before maturity. 
Choose insurance policies that 
most closely m eet your particular 
needs, and change policies when 
the needs change.
